Accent on Youth During 
Princesses’ Island Tours 


’Prinsesnan ta bini!’’ "De Prin- 
sessen komen!" "Here come the 
princesses!” 

These greetings, for the most 
part youthful, heralded the arrival 
of HMRH. Princess Irene and 
H.R.H. Princess Margriet at Bea- 
trix Airport July 26. Whatever the 
language used to welcome the 
royal visitors, the meaning was the 
same —- warm greetings from an 
excited populace. 

It was significant that children 
far outnumbered adults at the air- 
port because throughout the prin- 
cesses’ stay the accent was on 
youth. 

Before they were officially rec- 
eived in the airport terminal by 
aldermen and other government 
officials, the princesses passed 
through a row of smartly-ciad girl 
scouts and brownies. Another 
formation of Antillean Girl Guild 
members saluted the princesses as 
they left the terminal. 

Accompanied by I. S, de Cuba, 
acting lieutenant governor of 
Aruba, and C. Winkel, acting gov- 
ernor of the Netherlands Antilles, 
the princesses motored in open 
cars to the Aruba Caribbean Hotel. 
The route took them through the 
Nassaustraat business district in 
Oranjestad. 

The entire fourth floor of the 
hotel was reserved for the prin- 
cesses and members of their of- 
ficial party. The party included 
their lady-in-waiting, private sec- 
retary, adjutant and security per- 
sonnel. 

Except for their stately bearing, 
the princesses could have passed 
for two well-groomed young ladies 
arriving for an island vacation. 
Princess Irene wore a brown middy

U.S. Libraries Send ‘Thank You’ Notes 
For Aruba Histories Donated hy Lago 


Several hundred public libraries and university libraries in the U.S. 
have acknowledged receipt of copies of the English edition of ’’ Aruba— 
Past and Present,’ a complete history written by Dr. J, Hartog. Lago 
donated the volumes to 750 major public libraries and university lib- 


varies located in all the fifty states 
of the Union. 

The publisher began mailing the 
books to the United States, includ- 
ing Hawaii and Alaska, in May. The 
750 copies were contracted for by 
Lago to help subsidize the English 
edition. Dr. Hartog’s book was ori- 
|ginally published in Dutch several 
| years ago. It is a complete history 
from ethnic origins of Aruba's 
people to present-day political and 
industrial developments. 

Not only have the institutions 
acknowledged receipt of copies of 
the history but many have added 
personal notes of appreciation in 
cards and letters addressed to the 
Public Relations Department. 

A note from the Library of Hawaii 
said: "Since we have very few books 
about your part of the world, I am 
sure we will find this volume most 
interesting.” And from the Des 
Plains Public Library came this in- 
teresting informative note: "Our city 
of 42,000 population is located just 
outside the new O’Hare Airport of 
Chicago. Since our town has grown 
some 200 per cent since 1950, we 
have many executives who travel a 
lot. A book such as yours will in- 
terest many of our patrons.” 

A note from a southeastern lib- 
rary, the Public Library of Winston- 
Salem, North Carolina, included this 
information: "This volume fills a 
place in the histories of countries of 
the world that we have needed. It 
appears to be a complete and com- 
prehensive history of Aruba.” 

The United States Naval Academy 
advised that the book would be add- 
ed to its collection for use by officers 
and midshipmen; the University of 
Oregon wrote that ”’...... a work of 
this size and depth dealing with the

Events of that trip were left to 
speculation until recently when the 
skipper of the Inagua Foam came to 
Aruba aboard another landing ship, | 
the Inagua Shipper 

Captain Lewring had just come 
back from his second journey up the 
Amazon. This time his cargo was) 
road-building equipment. When ask- 
ed the reason for hauling road gra- | 
ders and bulldozers into the heart of 
the Peruvian jungle, Captain Lew- 
ring answered several questions con- 
cerning his original trip made in 
October, 1960 

He said that the towering Andes 
make it impossible to move heavy 





| equipment such as oil-drilling rigs 


from Peru’s coast to the inland drill- 
ing sites. That’s why the Inagua 
Foam and Inagua Wave made the 
journey twenty-two months ago; 
that’s why the Inagua Shipper car- 
ried the road-building equipment up 
the Amazon. A new road is being 
constructed in the Andes which will 
eliminate future needs for long voy- 
ages up the Amazon. The taming of 
the Andes will be significant in the 
development of the Peruvian interior. 

Captain Lewring, born in Denmark 
and now a U.S. citizen, is not a new- 
comer to Aruba. He made many voy- 
ages here in the old Inagua Shipper 
which was a small tanker with a 


capacity of 18,000 gallons.

Crew Feared Indians 


Most of the crew, including the | 
captain, were apprehensive about 





wild animals and even wilder indians 


when they steamed out of Belem, 
Brazil, Oct. 1, 1960, faced with a| 
2900-mile voyage up the biggest 





river in the world. Twenty-eight days 
later they were at Iquitos where the | 
smaller draft Inagua Wave 
same vessel that recently delivered 
the massive converter to Barcadera 
— took the rig the rest of the way 

"One of the Indian tribes we made 
contact with was the Cipibo tribe,” 
Captain Lewring recalled "They 
weren't exactly wild but if you vio- 
lated one of their many taboos they 
would kill you just like that.” 

An amateur photographer, Captain 
Lewring brought back many inter- 
esting snap shots of various Indian 
tribes they contacted along the river 

- the Campas, Chamas and Kura- 
bas. Most of them hunted food with
